Theindefatigable photo- 
grapher kept up the flagging spirits of the 
baby-tenders, and hisown tov, procuring 
fresh plates as fast as one was spoiled by 
this restless mass of babies. At last it 
was announced that a passable picture 
was taken, and the babies adjourned to 
the inside of the church for refreshments 
and prizes. There were three ciasses of 
babies and a prize forthe handsomest of 
each class.

SELMA, September 15.—The Selma 
Times has the following special dispatch. 

Demoro.rs, September 15.A ditliculty 
took place in Greene county, between this 
place and Forkland, this morning. Dr. 
Miner,of Forkland,on visiting a patient on 
the Rowe plantation,six miles,from here, 
found a large party of negroes in arms and 
drilling. When asked what they meant 
they told him that negro blood had been 
shed and that they were determined to 
have white blood. On his return to 
Forkland,Doctor Miner reported what 
he had seen, and the citizens sent two 
wiarmed white men to pacify the negroes 
und to tell them that the report that any 
negroes had been killed was false. Upon 
approaching the ‘negroes they were 
fired upon and both wounded— 
one seriously and the other mortally. 
This morning the whites to the number 
of 30 er 40, went down and dispersed the 
armed negroes, killing and weneng 
several of them. The negrocs numbere 
200: They are tlie same negroes that, 
stopped the government rations, and 
have hetdarmed possession of the public 
highway ever since. When fired on this 
morning they dispersed, but they are 
reported to have reassembled, and declare 
that no white man shall pass the road on 
pain of death. 

The cqunty comymissianess' court of 
Hallas county, compased of two white 
men and two negroes, all republicans, 
adopted the following: 

**As a court we are unacquainted with 
any violence used towards any citizens or 
any person in thiscowntyyin consequence 
of their molitical opinions, er.af glie free

I call attention to the fact that upon look- 
ing at the act uuder which the direet bonds | 
were issued, you will be led to conclude, | 
that as to these bonds, the fraud and ille- | 
vality appears manifestly upon r the face of 
the act. The words of the act show the issue 
ofthe bonds to be unconstitutional. What is 
contained in the act is of course notice to 
may be said with great 
force that the constitution already protects | 
us from those bonds. Many good lawyers 
say that the currency bonds (of which the | 
number is comparatively small) are also 
void, for want of authority to issue them in 
that form under the act, by authority of 
which they purport to have been issued. 
Would not an injunction against them be 
sustained ? All the balance of the fraudu- 
lent bonds are ivcluded in the amendment, | 
and are covered by it, except those endorsed 
by Treasurer Angier, and they are within 
the spirit of the amendment, though not in 
its letter. 

Now the fact is, this amendment does 

strike down and put out of the way for- 

ever, a very large portion of the, 
fraudulent issues, aud that, too, | 
those against which, from their specious | 
characicr, there was most necessity for a 

constitutional amendment. And the intro- 

duction of it by me in the legislature has in- 

contestably produced a state of th'ngs | 
whicn renders it certain that the balance 

will be destroyed also. 

When f introduced the bill it was not re-! 
garded, by any means, with the importance 
into which it has now grovn; it has roused the 
people, and given the idea prominence, and 
united opinions everywhere of putting in 
the constitution an inhibition against the 
payment of these bonds. The bill is cer- 
tainly all very well as far as it goes; and as 
I said the ideais mine. I am entitled to 
and claim the credit of it; for it has 
always been my _ earnest desire and 
ambition to deserve the approval 
of my fellow-citizens; and { re- 
gret that, in this instance, I have done no 
more than begin, and by this bill accomplish 
only half the work. Giye me the approval! 
I deserve for that, and whoever finishes the 
work will get due praise for it.
